Retain Rule Against Dancing, 
Theaters, and Playing 
Games of Chance. 
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DEMAND FORCHANGELOST 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Minneepolis, Minn., May 18—([Special.]— 
The old time rule of the Methodist Episcopal 
church forbidding its mémbers to dance, at- 
tend theaters, or play games of chance, stands 
unchanged. The Methodist general confer- 
ence in session here today reached this deci- 
sion by a yea and nay vote. The vote stood: 
“Against a change,”’ 446; for a change, 
869. 
The vote was taken after two days of debate 
in the general conference, which was pre- 
ceded by a two*day debate in the commit- 
tee on the state of the church. 

The present rule of specifications prohibit- 
ing the amusements indicated was intro- 
duced! into the law of the church in 1872, and 
today’s action is only one in a series of at- 
tempts which have been made at almost every 
succeeding quadrennial general conference to 
eliminate the specifica ton of particulars ard 
return to the rule as formulated by John Wes- 
ley and originally inserted in the church 
discipline forbidding the taking of such d- 
versions as cannot be taken in the name 
the Lord Jesus.” 


Warns Against Any Change. 

The Rev. Robert Warner of Moscow, Idaho, 
who led the winning side in favor of the re- 
tention of the penal code, said: 

“The taking out of this part of para- 
graph 260 will be the last leap in a sliding 
scale of interpretation of the evils specified 
which has been incorporated in the discipline 
from time to time.

STRIKE SLUGGER 


“Mose” Lamson, Wagon Driv- 
er, Guilty of Assaulting a 
Newspaper Salesman. 


FACES ANOTHER CHARGE.

A jury in Municipal Judge Fry's court yes- 
terday found Mose Lamson, a newspaper 
strike slugger, guilty of assault with intent 
to do bodliy injury. Judge Fry will pro- 
nounce sentence in a few days. The maxi- 
mum penalty for the crime is $1,000 fine and 
six months in the bridewell. 

Lamson, who is one of the striking news- 
paper wagon drivers, has still another charge 
of assault to answer. His case in Judge 
Fry's court came up on Friday and the slug- 
ger demanded a jury trlal. Former State's 
Attorney John J. Healy assisted Assistant 
State’s Attorney Witty to e e e case. 


The jury returned ite verdict yesterday 


morning. 

Lamson and a companion, whose identity 
has not been positively established, assault- 
ed Roy Simpson, a newspaper salesman, on 
May 3 on the West Madison street viaduct. 
After seizing and throwing away an armful 
of papers which Simpson was carrying the 
pair knocked the newsboy down and beat 
and kicked him. Lamson and another man 
were named as Simpson's assailants, but the 
victim was only able to identify Lamson. 


Admits Burning Papers, 

Simpson described on the stand how he 
and other employés of an afternoon news- 
paper had startedi to the Chicago and North- 
western staticg to sell papers and how he 
was picked out for the assault by Lamson 
and bis companion. Simpson said his nose 
was fractured and he sustained severe cuts 
and bruises. 

Lamson admitted he and others had gone 
to the railroad station on the date named 
and burned newspapers that were being sold 
from a stand there. He denied he had as- 
saulted Simpson. 

The assault case against Lamson still to 
be tried, grows ‘out of the slugging, a few 
days ago, of Frank Howard at Clark and 
Madison streets. Howard was selling news- 
papers and he charges that Lamson knocked 
him down and fan. 


Fines Newsboy $100. 

Municipal Judge Beltler assessed a fine of 
$100 against F. E. Newcomb, an 18 year 
old newsboy of 1016 South Claremont avenue, 
for ineulting and trying to intimidate a news- 
paper reader on a street car. The object of 
the attempted intimidation was Detective

Pro-Taft men were named as temporary 
officers of the Republican national conven- 
tlon yesterday by the subcommittee on ar- 
rangements of the Republican national com- 
mittee. 

A majority of the committeemen who made’ 
the selections recently made being fights in 
their respective states in President Taft's 
behalf. Four of them, as a result of oppos- 
ing Cok Roosevelt, are slated for political 
retirement. 

The identity of the temporary chairman 
chosen by the committee was not made pub- 
Uc. It was asserted that the selection of the 
presiding officer had been left to Col. Harry 
S. New, the chairman of the subcommittee, 
Col. New refused to credit the report that 
United States Senator Elihu Root of New 
York was the committee's choice. He said 
he probably would announce the name today 
or tomorrow. 


Chairman Refuses Position? 

The delay in announcing the chalrmanl also 
was due, it was said, to a failure to hear 
from the appointee as to whether he would 
accept the honor. No member of the com- 
,mittee would even intimate who their choice 
was, although it wae conceded a selection 
had been made. 

Late in the afternoon the committee was 
reassembied and the report gained currency 
that the chairman named had declined with 
thanks by long distance telephone. 

‘Col. Harry New, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, refused to credit the rumor that 
United States Senator Elihu Root of New 
York had been picked to preside over the 
convention and deliver the keynote speech. 

Secretary William Hayward announced 
that Lafayette B. Gleason, secretary of the 
New York state committee, hed been ee- 
lected for temporary secretary. Four years 
ago he was chief assistant to Secretary Johfi 
R. Malloy of Ohio, who died several monthe 
ago. 

William F. Stone of Baltimore, the veteran 
sergeant at arms of the national committee, 
was named for temporary sergeant at arms. 
a position he has held several times.

Under this scheme there will be 
a total of 11,172 seats in the Colleeum during 
the deliberations. Of these 428 will be set 
aside for members of the press, and 2,15 
for delegates and alternates. This will leave 
8.888 seats for lucky spectators who gain ad- 
mission to the big hall. 

The committee sidestepped the apportion- 
ment of seats. This is a task every member 
dreaded to tackle, and it, was decided to 
postpone the allotments until a future date. 
In the meantime the clerica) force will 
tabulate the mass of applications. 

Arthur I. Vorye of Ohio was theonly mem- 
ber of the subcommittee who falled to at- 
tend the meeting. He is occupied in his 
home state trying to save the Buckeye dele- 
gation to President Taft. 


Those Present at Meeting. 

Those present were Harry S. New, In- 
dianapolle chairman of the subcommittee: 
Victor Rosewater, Nebraska, acting chair- 
man of the whole committee; ex-Gov.

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NEW SERUM BALKS 
WHITE PLAGUE 


Dr. von Ruck Tells Chicago 
Physicians of His Discov- 
ery in War on Tu- 
berculosis. 


ON TRACK OF A SPECIFIC? 


Asheville. Tests Immunize Chil- 
dren in Which Consump- 
tion Germs Are 
Latent. 


A serum which ſta discoverer believes gives 
immunity from tuberculosis was announced 
yesterday in Chicago. The discoverer is an 
American scientist, Dr. Karl Von Ruck of 
Asheville, N. C. First reports of the experi- 


ments on which he bases his contentions were 


given to the Chicago Medical society in a 
paper prepared by Dr. Von Ruck. 

An elaboration of the paper appeared in the 
Journal of the American Medical association 
and ig to be followed by additional! informa- 
tion which Dr. Von Ruck hopes will revolu- 
tionize the world wide warfare against the 
white plague 

Dr. Von Ruck has discovered a vaccine 
which he ars will kill the germs of tubercu- 
losis in a latent stage and make the subject 
immune from further ravages of the disease. 
Experiments made upon children and coun- 
ter experiments made upon animals are said 
to have demonstrated the value of the dis- 
covery. Dr. Von Ruck does not yet claim it 
will cure consumption in its advanced stages. 


What the Doctor Claims. 

“ All I feel justified in claiming,” says the 
physician in his statement to the Journal of 
the medical association, is that I am the 
first to have made a successful advent in this 
most important and promising field of specific 
prophylaxis, in a disease that leads the 
mortality statistics of the human race.“ 

The hint that Dr. Von Ruck has given the 
scientific world the composition pf his serum 
is in the following words 

The preparation that I have made and 


used contains all the soluble proteid con- 
stituents of the tubercle bacillus, with the |} 


addition of a small amount of fatty extrac- 
tives. It would require far too much space 
to describe the mode of preparation at this 
time, but this will be done in the complete 
report, which willappear at an early date.” 

Further, Dr. Von Ruck says his vaccine is 
absolutely free from real or even supposed 
danger, powerful enough to act by one or two 
applications, uniform in action to a degree 
that results need not be controlled in prac- 
tice, and so simple that any physician can 
apply it. mee 3 

Renders Children Immune. 

Since July 1, 1911, Dr. Von Ruck has vac- 
cinated 339 children, including such as had 
already acquired a tuberculous infection 
when the latter was as yet in a latent form. 

In none of these children has there been any 
disagreeable effect as a result of the vaccina- 
tion, and in every one a sufficient degree of 
immunity could be demonstrated by testing 
the blood serum after a single dose without 
diminution on their reéxamination three to 
eight months later; while in those already 
subject to latent tuberculosis, it was found 
that the signs had either disappeared or had 
changed for the better and that general im- 
provement with marked increase of weight— 
frequently of ten pounds and overhad oc- 
curred. 

That the immunity given by Dr. Von Ruck's 
serum against tuberculosis infection, as 
shown after a single dose, is ample and en- 
during, was them demonstrated by the re- 
sults of crucial teste made three to eight 
months, and in one child eight years after 
vaccination. These. tests consisted in ex- 
posing in test tubes a quantity of living, viru- 
lent tubercle bacilll, many times greater than 
necessary to cause a fatal result in experi- 
ment animals, to the action of a drop or two 
of the serum taken from immunized children, 
It was found that such serum dissolved and 
destroyed the bacilli, and that all the ani- 
mals inocujated with the contents of such test 
tubes remained well and were free from 
tuberculosis when after eight months they 
were killed and examined. 


Proved by Negative Tests. 

On the other hand, control experiments 
were made by substituting for the serum 
from vaccinated children that of others, who 
had been vaccinated. or a solution of salt 
instead of serum, without any effect on the 
tubercle bacilli. After inoculation with the 
contents of these tubes all the animals died 
in five to six weeks, and their autopsies 
showed that death had been caused by gen- 
eralized tuberculoeis. 

In his paper in the Medical Journal which 
he entitles “A Practical Method of Prophy- 
latic Immunization Against Tuberculose®’;,”’ 
Dr. von Ruck gives in detail the experiments 
he made with animals, first inoculating them 
with the vaccine and then testing them after- 
ward. This was done before he attempted the 
experiments with children. 


COMMITS SUICIDE IN CELL; 
HAD KICKED MAN TO DEATH. 


Second Prisoner in Two Weeks to End 
His Life by Hanging in the County 
Jail. 


Edwin Williameon, 125 South Halsted 
street, who was to be placed on trial in the 
Criminal court on Monday, charged with 
having kicked a man to death, committed 
suicide yesterday by hanging himself with 
strips of a bedsheet in his cell in the county 
jail.

POLICE INQUIRY LINKS FACTS

A Chicago and Northwesternrall wa train 
hurrying up the north shore before 
yesterday morning uncovered what the police 
believe to be the first real clew to the identity 
of C. Dillon,” who is known to have been 
with the mysterious young woman found 
murdered in a Los Angeles bungelow on 
May 9. : 

At Linden avenue crossing in Wilmette 
the train struck and killed a man who was 
known in Evanston as Caiphias Dillon. 

It was not until after the coroner’s jury 
had returned an open verdict that the police 
were struck by the astonishing similarity 
between the description of C. Dillon ob- 
tained from the persons with whom he 
roomed in Los Angelesand the descriptian of 
Caiphias Dillon. 


Dillon Recently Back from Coast. 

When C. A. Adams, an electrical contractor 
at 1131 Elmwood avenue, Evanston, who had 
testified at the inquest that he had paid the 
dead man $15 as his wages for three days’ 
work on Friday night, remarked that Dillon 
had told him he had just come bach from 
the Pacific coast, the detectives present be- 
gan to ask questions. 

They found Caiphias Dillon deserted 
his wife and four children, who have 
been living at 5420 Evanston avenue, four 
weeks ago to “ go mit west. 

They found he returned only on Sun- 
day morning and said he had been in 
Seattle, San Francisco, Los Angeles, and 
Pasadena. 

They found he was in Los Angeles at 
the time of the murder. / 

They found further he frequently had 
betrayed interest in other women thea 
his wife. 


How the Descriptions Tally. 
The description of the man found deed 
in Chicago and of the man sought for the 
Los Angeles murder follow: 


MAN SOUGHT FOR CRIME: 

Gave his name ae C. Dillon and his age 
as 38, heighg 5 feet 8 inches,. weight 185 
pounds; does not appear so heavy. Haé 
full flushed face, rather square faws, 
dark brown thin hair, but not bald, brown 
or hazel eyes, large nose, smooth shaven, 
slight. limp. Had gold fillings in upper 
front teeth, soft hands, and wore class or 
college ring-with square set. Worea light 
gray suit, dark derby hat, said he was 
from Chicago and had been employed ag - 
an interne in St. Francis hospital. 


MAN KILLED BY TRAIN: 

Thirty-four years old, from 5 feet 6 to S 
feet 8 inches tall. weight about 180 pounda 
Light brown hair, large nose, wore gray 
suit of clothes, black overceat, black but- 
toned shoes, and gray felt hat Face 
much mutilated and most of teeth mias- 
ing. Undertaker unable to determine 
whether or not any of the teeth had been 
crowned. 


Police Hold Suicide Theory. 

The police were puzzled to account fos 
Dillon’s death on any other ground thar tas 
he committed suicide. His watch and the 
$15 which his employer paid him Friday 
night hed diseppeared, all except 76 cents in 
change. But the police were unwilling to 
believe these facts indicated a robbery, be- 
cause they saw no reason why a holdup man 
should have left his victim any money, much 
lees the chain to which his watch was fas 
tened, and a ring from which 4 stone was 
missigg and which he wore on his left hand. 

They decided Dillon might have spent most 
of the $15 between the hour he received it and 
the time he was struck by thetrain. They 
figured out the impact might well have been 
sufficient to tear his watch loose from its 
chain and hurl % through the ain They be- 
gan a search for the watch. They succeeted 
in finding only the garnet set from the ring. 

The next work of the police was to find 
out Dillon had spent his time Friday 
even! after he quit work. They learned 
he had called upon a young woman employed 
in Wilmette as a hougemaid. She eaid he left 
her at 11 o’clock Friday night and that ehe 
knew nothing about how much money he had. 


Dillon Known as “Good Fellow.” 

From neighbors who had known Dillon 
when he lived with his wife in Evanston avee 
nue it was learned that the girl in Wilmette 
was not the only.young woman in whom the 
man had been Interested. Detectives from 
Capt. Halpin’s office found a man who told 
them he frequently bad seen Dillon last 
‘winter in the company of a young woman 
who answered the description of the ons 
who was found dead at Los Angeles. 

Others sald that while Dillon often had 
seemed a happy go lucky sort of good fal- 
low” before he deserted his wife to go out 
west, they had not seen him smile since hip 
return, They supposed he had become rece 
onciled to his wife and had settled down. 

Mr. Adams, of the firm which had em- 
ployed Dillon, gave the final touch to the 
circumstantial evidence. He recalled that he 
had received a post card from Dillon post. 
marked Los Angeles, in which he said 
he would be back in Chicago on May 1@ 
ready for work. 

The postal was mailed In Los Angeles 
about the time the murder in the bungalow 
was committed. It contained no informa-

Count Albert Apponyi Replies 
to Article from the Pen 
of Ex-Attache. 


DENIES INSULT CHARGE. 


Declares the Magyar Parliament 
Did Not Offend the Em- 
peror-King. 


BY COUNT ALBERT APPONYI. 


[Former member of the Hungarian cabinet.] 

On April 7 an article appeared in the New 
York Tribune and some ether American 
papers which contains an unusual mase of 
violent denunciations against Hungary and 
the Hungarian parliament. It is signed 
** Ex-Attaché.”” We are furthermore in- 
formed that it is published with. Copyright, 
1912, owned by the Brentwood, company.” 
These are the authorities on which rests a 
sweeping verdict pronounced against a whole 
nation. without even the shadow of @ proof. 

No serious man should publish anything 
of the kind without printing his name under 


it; that is what my sense of responsibility 
would prompe. me to doin a similar case. 
But this may be a matter of taste. 


Anyhow, I shall sign what T haye to sey in 


flat contradiction to Ex-Attache'e . state- 
| ments, and I have the boldness to hope that 
| my testimontat will be accepted by those 
| Americans who gave me such a hearty recep- 
' tion last year as bearing a weight at least 
» equal to the testimonial of an anonymous 
pamphlet. every line of which shows gross 


ignorance of the matter it teies to deal with. 
‘Sums Up eaten 


It is not easy to extract the essence of 
‘* Ex-Attaché Brentwood copyrights ” state- 
ments from the mass of declamatory rubbish 


in which they are immiersed. But I suppose 


they can fairly be summed up as follows: 
1. Coarse indignities have been hurled at 


the head of thé venerable emperor-king in 


the house of répréentativee: * 

2 Preposterous demands, contrary to the 
stipulations of the constitution “ granted to 
Hungary by the emperor King.“ are con- 
stantly put forward. 

8. Hungary has frequently failed in ks 
objigations toward Austria, “ obligations of 
every conceivable kind (?).

6 The Magyars are tyrannizing with 
oriental despotism over the other races of 
Hungary. 

7. The point at issue (which led to the 
last so-called conflict with the crown) was 
or an attempt to transfer from the hands 
of the emperor to those.of the Hungarian 
parliament the right to call out the entire 
Hungarian portion of the army in moments 
of necessity. 

I think thie is about all. 


Criticism of Article. 

Now, fm all these charges there is not one 
sparkle of truth, as will be shown to the un- 
prejudiced reader in the following short re- 
marks: 
| 44As to Nos. 1 and 7 combined: 

tie point at issue was not an attempt to de- 
prive the crown of the right of mobilization. 
a fight everywhere vested in the head of 
the’ state. This right of the king (with Ex- 
Attaché’s permission I shall designate our 
govereign by his proper title in Hungary) 


has never been challenged. But a funda- 
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our forefathers, the right of the Hungarian 
legislature to an annual vote on recruiting 
(an equivalent of the annual vote on the 
mutiny bill in England), has been jeopardized 
by @ false interpretation given to a particu- 
lar law, empowering in certain cases the 
king to retain soldiers under arms beyond 
their regular term of service. 

The proviso of this law has been misused 
by @ former unconstitutional government to 
ade the vote of parliament on the levying 
of recruits for a whole year and to supple- 
ment the deficiency by calling in part of the 
reserves. 


Object of Parliament. 

The present par wanted only to de- 
Clare that euch evasion of the people's rights 
was unconstitutional. 

Now, the king having presented through 
his prime minister objections to euch a deo- 
laration, the Parliament, out of respect for 
the king’s person, dropped the matter alto- 
gether, and, rather than to take a step offen- 
sive to his majesty left a grave constitu- 
tional matter uneettiled; 

It appears to me that it parliament can be 
reproached with anything in this transaction 
it is with an amount of regard for the wishes 
of the crown (to the detriment of people's 
rights) which can be r ed from the 
charge of ser vility only dy the peculiar rela- 
tion of personal respect and devotion in 
which Hungary stands toward her present 
venerable ruler. 

How Ex-Attache (Brentwood copyright) 
manages to extract from these proceedings 
a charge of gross indignities offered to 
that ruler is a mystery the solution of which 
I must leave to the imaginative among my 
readers And I, ask, furthermore: Are 
American, sympathies to be enlisted on the 
side of prerogative in a conflict with people's 
rights? 


Hungarian Language Question. 

2 As to No. 2: The “ preposterous de- 
mands” of ‘Hungary consist in this, that 
the Hungarian part ot the army should have 
Hungarian flags and Hungarian as its offi- 
cial language. Is there a nation on earth 
which would abandon these demands? They 
are not/contrary to the terms of the constitu- 
tion, even as modified through the compro- 
mise of 1867; it is the present practice which 
is a contradition to its spirit and wording. 

Still, they have been for the time being 
suppressed out of respect for the personal 
feelings of the soveréign, to whom, accord- 
ing to Ex-Attaché, we are constantly offer- 
ing gross insults. 

As to the Hungarian constitution, it has 
not been ‘ granted ™ to Hungary by the pres- 
ent king oz any other; it evolyed with the life 
of the nation; it ig older than the Hapsburg 
dynasty and than all continental constitu- 
tions in Europe. 

The king’s prerogative is derived from the 
constitution, not vice versa. Can Americans 
fail to understand this? Can they really be 
induced by Ex-Attachés and Brentwood 
copyrights to sympathize with theories favor- 
able to arbitrary power? 


Two-Thirds Hungarians. 

8. As to No. 3. I cannot even make a guess 
as to which “obligation toward Austria” “of 
any concelvable character“ Hungary should 
have failed to fulfill We have no other 
obNigations toward the sister nation than 
mutual defense. This obligation became 
practical in 1878, when, after the Berlin 
treaty, Bosnia, had to be occupied by force, 
and it became nearly practical two years ago, 
when the annexation of Bosnia threatened 
trouble. In both cases two-thirds of the 
98 put into motion were Hungarians.

It is one of 
those assertions the—let us say—boldness of 
which astonishes a man even after forty 
years of public experience.

I know of one year, when the ac- 
tivity of parllament.had been maimed by 
constamt prorogation, when, through no 
fault of ours, it was impossible to vote any-

This one year excepted. the inte e 
series of annual budgets and accounts from 
1807 (when the machinery of common ex- 
penses was started) to the present day shows 
Hungary's constant willingness to vote its 
part of the common burden.

6. No. 6 contains a reproduction of the 
well known calumnies spread against Hun- 
gary dy pan-Siavists and other revolutionary 
conspirators, who, because they are not al- 
lowed to break the ancient kingdom into 
so many racial principalities, complain of 
tyranny, oppression, barbarism, though the 
individual of every race enjoys perfect free- 
dom to develop his racial qualities in social, 
parochial, religion life, and in grammar

With these charges it is impossible tor 2 me 
to deal within the limits of this article, where 
I must take to task Ex-Attaché’s own in- 
ventions. In the course of my American lec- 
ture, delivered last year, I touched the 
racial question in its main features several 
times, and nothing could give me greater 
pleasure than to go to the bottom of this 
matter before Ameritan audiences or read- 
ers. 

Reserving this pleasure for another time. 
I have a few words more to say concerning 
Ex-Attaché’s forecast. He says that Hun- 
gary is bound to disappear as a kingdom, 
that it will be swallowed as a, province by 
greater Austria and that the heir to the 
throne has to fulfill this.

Is 
an ancient kingdom which has weatheréd 
ten stormy centuries and outlived fearful 
catastrophiés to be blown up by a few con- 
stitutional difficulties, the like of which fill 
every epoch of its existence? 

Has the repeatedly tried experiment to 
convert Hungary into an Austrian province 
ever resulted in anything elee but in a catas- 
trophe to thé dynasty and to the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy and in the necessity of 
restoring Hungary to her constitutional in- 
Gependence? And so it will be, with God's 
help, for ever. 


Mission to Fulfill. 


We have a tough fiber and a stil! stronger 
soul, and we have a mission to fulfill, which 
is to uphold on the eastern borders of the 
west western civilization, westerm thought, 
western liberty. 

You, Ex-Attaché, are so far right that our 
constitutional growth has not been animated 
by a sufficiently progressive spirity lately, 
that our franchise law is perfectly inade- 
quate to the wants of a democratic com- 
munity; but for these undisputed evils we 
don’t seek remedies to the domain of arbi- 
trary power, which seems to be your ideal, 
nor in a sickly fondness—such as you profess 


tor the heréditary branch of our legisla- 


ture, but in progressive social legislation, in 
a bold step toward universal suffrage, and in 
all those measures which secure purity and 
fairness in every branch of public and of 
business life. 

No amount of slanderous aggression will 
make us deviate from this clear cut path, 
on which we shall progress, loyal to our 
king, to our connection with Austria, and 
unflinchingly devoted to those principles of 
national independence and unity which are 
the life of our souls.

In the fall of 1884 Stagg entered Yale. He 
Was there for six years, four years in the 
college, one year asa graduate student, and 
one year in the divinity school.

Dur- 
ing all these years Stagg paid his own col- 
lege expenses by waiting on table and by | 
any occupation which would bring money 
honorably.

It was while he was enduring hardships 
to complete his education that the young

enter professional] baseball. One of these 
was the offer of $1,000 per month, previous- 
ly referred to.

At Yale Stagg first gained fame in the fall 
of his freshman: year when he pitched the 
freshmen to victory against the sophomores 
for the first time in Yale history. After the 
Yalé-Harvard freshman game he waa taken 
on the varsity nine, where at first he played 
third base. The following year he became 
regutar pitcher. 


For the five years Stagg pitched Yale won 
the intercollegiate baseball championship. 
What he cohsiders his hardest year was in 
1888 when captain. On June 28 came the 
critica] game with Harvard at Cambridge. 
Victory for the Crimson meant the cham- 
plonship. Tale won, 8 to 0.. This was on 
faturday.

The 1890 eleven, which de- 
teated Wisconsin 17 to 0 at Madison in a 
post-season game for the western cham- 
pionship, and the 1005 eleven, which beat 
Michigan 2 to 0 at Marshall field in a game 
which also determined the western cham- 
pionship, Stagg considers the greatest 
teams he ever coached in the quality of 
material, and therefore in football possibili- 
ties.

Increase in Armaments. 

Optimistic hopes regarding the new Ger- 
man ambassador received a cold douche by 
the announcement of new additions to the 
German-navy, followed by similar additions 
to the English navy: Winston Churchill's 
promise not to increase the English navy, 
conditional on Germany's remaining in 
statu quo, is now rendered Inoperative, and 
| with regret but unanimity the proposal to 
get more money for more ships this year 
has been accepted by the English public. 

The death of the King of Denmark comes 
at a moment when London is preparing for 
an untsuaNy festive season, and, owing to 
his close relationship with Queen Alexandra 
and her universal popularity, mourning and 
a pause in the great social events are neces- 
sitated for at least a month. 


Sympathy for Woman. 

The feeling about Miss Malecka is strong, 
and even Foreign Secretary Grey, who hates 
ail intervention in the effairs of other coun- 
tries and anything which is calculated to in- 
terrupt, the strong European combinations 

‘against Germany. will have his hand forced 

unless Russia be wise enough to meet the 
Situation by the release of the unfortunate 
woman. 

The evidence in the Titanic inquiry leaves 

an impression of gross neglect, and Increases 
the national regret that so may lives ehould

have been lost when timely assietance might | 


have saved every one. 

Coming back to the political situation. the 
Tories now acknowledge their inability to 
raise the least strong feeling against home 
rule, but on the other hand are delighted 
to discover a strong resentment, even in un- 
expected quarters, against Welsh disestab- 
lishment. Even some nonconformists are 
rendered unhappy by the disendowment of 
the poor Welsh church, and if the gov- 
ernment rigidly adheres to that portion of the 
bill, it may be defeated when the measure 
gets into committee. 


Irish with Welsh. 

The Irish Nationalists stand firm by the 
side of the people of Wales and will support 
the bill right through to the end. But 
Premier Asquith already holds out promise 

of a compromise on disendowment if the 

Tories accept disestablishment. At present, 

however, a compromise is out of the ques- 
tion, both sides being prepared for a fierce 

party fight and the Tories are encouraged 
to obstinate resistance by the weakening and 
division in the Liberal ranks. 

Two by-elections next week give another 
opportunity for testing the opinion of the 
country. The Liberals seem hopeful of vic- 
tory in both and now believe the worst stage 
of unpopularity of the insurance act Is pass- 
ing away. But time will teil. 

The labor unrest still disturbs all calcula- 
tions, political and industrial, and everybody 
is puszled to know where it will all end and 
what possible remedies can be found. 


McBride Meets King. 

Richard McBride, prime minister of 
British Columbia, who is visiting England 
in connection with some affaire of his own 
great colony, has attracted a great deal of 
attention and has been offered all kinds of 
entertainment. Winson Churchill brought 
him down especially to see the fleet and have 
an interview with King George. 

Their conversations, it is suspected, have 
tome connection with the hope expressed by 
Churchill that some Canadians of strong 
imperialistie-rx™mpathies would come to the 
rescue of the mother country by building 
a really big fleet, and thus, at home and 
abroad, Germany's continuous increase of 
its fleet is uniting Englishmen by common 
apprehension and by common intention to 
meet every new German expenditure with 
a bigger expenditure, by the British empire. 
All this diminishes hopes of any approach to 
@ real understanding for the reduction of 
armaments by the two peoples.

Cash Trade Fairly Active. 

In view of the unsettled speculative trade 
conditions the milling demand was regarded 
„as satisfactory. Total sales were 115,000 bu. 
Shipments of wheat from Chicago. however, 
are not coming up to expectations, but it 10 
believed there will be rapidiy diminishing 
stocks from now on. Receipts are expected 
to drop off soon. Considerable hard winter 
and spring wheat has been received here the 
last few weeks, but there has not been a 
great deal sold recently. Cash prices continue 
firm. a 
Recefpts for the week at primary points 
were 2,763,000 bu, against 2,817,000 bu the 
previous week and 2,824,000 bu a year go.

reported wage of $2,000 a week, and who later 
elected to stay on and try his theories of 


. actor -management in this country, is both 
a modest and a diplomatic gentleman. 


Therefore, whatever his personal opinion 
may be, he will not say the American actor 


has usually failed as a manager because of 


‘hig reluctance to share honors with other 


members of his company. But he will say, 
and does say, that English actor-managers 
have succeeded a great number of times be- 
cause they have been eager to engage the 
best actors they could find to support them, 
letting the hits fall where they might. 
But, don’t tell me thet I am generous in 
this, he added. because I am not. Iam, 
to the contrary, both selfish ard egotistical 
—first, because I place the success of the play 
I am producing above everything else, and 
want all the he!p I can get in making it a 
success, and, second, because if I am pota 
good enough actor to dominate any play I 


produce, when I have first choice of roles,

PEACE SPIRIT IN MEXICO. 

Prof. Franz Boas of Columbia uni- 
versity writes to the New York Times to 

“give his testimony against the alarmist re- 
ports as to the danger to Americans in 
Mexico. 

“My duties as director of the Interna- 
tional School of American Archwology 
and Ethnology,” writes Prof. Boas, have 
led me during the last eight months through 
a large part of the Mexican republic, over 
railroads and mountain trails, and have 
brought me into contact with many people, 
high and low. Against the alarmist reports 
regarding conditions in our neighboring re- 
public I beg leave to state bricfly my own 
observations, Traveling as an American. 

I meat everywhere courtesy and kiux«inese, 
aud when passing through the regions 
Which the newspapers of Mexico City de- 
scribed as in full revolution, I traveled 
frem place to place, accompanied by only 
one Indian, without disturbance, often 
without as much as hearing about the 
elleged uprisings. ‘The same observations 
were made by the American fellows of 
the school, one of whom was in the dis- 
turbed part of the state. of Zacatecas until 
a few weeks ago without hearing more 
than rumors of. the revolution. Other 


5 travelers who traversed the country on 


’ gimilar missions confirm my observations.” 
In the disturbed district of the north- 
west, where at best, especially when the 
Yaqui Indians were up, life is not as secure 
_ in London or Berlin, and in the states of 
Morelos, Puebla, and Guenero, where the 
flames of 7 © ‘tiem are burning foday here, 
55 tomorrow 1. tbe traveler's safety is not 
5 secure, but Prot.

WILL THE NOMINATION BE MADE 
BT REPUBLICANS? 

Are Republicans to nominate the next 
candidate of the Republican party for 
president? In theory, yes; but are they in 
fact? 6 

Are the states which elect Republican 
presidents to nominate the candidate, or is 
he to be nominated by Democrats, by Demo- 
crats who give to southern delegates in the 
Republican national convention the voting 
strength which is derived from population, 
and not from party membership? 

Theodore Roosevelt has carried every 
Republican state in which there was a 
primary election on presidential candidates, 
except four. Robert M. La Follette carried 
two, North Dakota and Wisconsin. Presi- 
dent Taft has carried one, Massachusetts, 
by almost the smallest plurality possible, 
and in the other, New York, it is emphati- 
cally denied that there was a primary at 
which a full and free expression of public 
opinion could be had. 

Roosevelt has carried everything else in 
the nofth from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
wherever the voters of the Republican party 
were given the opportunity to go te the 
polis and vote. His has been a vote of from 
two to one to ten to one against Taft. 

Taking a list of instructed delegates, 
which presents with fair accuracy the Taft 
claims—but which is disputed in many par- 
ticulars by Col. Roosevelt's supporters—and 
from it and from the election returns of 
four years ago compiling a table of results, 
it is possible to show what the delegates 
elected thus far represent. The figures show 
the’delegates claimed for Taft or conceded 
to Roosevelt in each state in which one or 
the other is credited with a majority. The 
number of delegates in some cases is not the 
full apportionment of the state, but is the 
number claimed or conceded. In each case 
the plurality, Democratic or Republican, in 
the presidential election of 1908 is given:

It has been pointed out that in days not 
far gone British sailors would follow any 
stripling of nobility intoaction more willing- 
ty and heartily than they would follow a 
captain from the commonalty, because the 
tradition of the nobility was self-sacrifice 
in a crisis.

In an age of dividends and wages the ar- 
gument may be fantastic, although less so 
in a caste society, it.will be admitted, but 
there is a disposition to wonder if vaguely 
or definitely this ideal of conduct did not 
guide some of the conspicuous Americans 
who went down with the boat. 


A GREAT EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

The rapid and towering growth of three 
great nations marked the second half of the 
nineteenth century and the opening of the 
twentieth, These nations were the Ameri- 
can, the German, and the Japanese. 

It is natural that these three should study 
one another with especial interest, especially 
the two dccidentals, who are closely related 
in race and civilization. Certainly we in 
America find ourselves more and more drawn 
to an earnest Observation of what the Ger- 
mans are doing, partly in the spirit of rival- 
ry, partly in emulation and imitation, 

The influence of German models upon our 
higher education has been very great, not 
altogetherto their advantage, perhaps. We 
now are embarking upon what is likely to 
proye a still more important and fürreach- 
ing borrowing from Germany, which prom- 
ises to begin a new and better era of popu- 
lar education in the United States. In other 
words, we are waking up to the defects of 
our almost exclusively literary ideals of pub- 
lic instru¢tion, realizing that vocational in- 
struction must be added thereto if our 
schools are thoroughly ta serve the educa- 
tional needs of the great mass of the people. 

With this conviction the Commercia! club 
sent Mr. Edwin G. Cooley, former superin- 
tendent of schools in Cook county, to make 
a thorough study of the German vocational 
schools, and his report, a volume of 350 
pages, is howpublished.

THE THYROID GLAND. 

HEN you encounter an unduly 
irritable, flighty individual, and 
are upset by her unreasonable- 
ness, before you condemn her, 


may have a goiter, and, by that token, be 
entitled to your patience. 

When you encounter a logy, heavy, 
phlegmatic individual, before you condemn 
him, think of the possibility that he is a 
cretin or cretinoid, and entitled to your 
help. 

There are glands like the liver and 
kidneys that take chemical substances out 
of thé blood and“ discharge them from 
the body. They have been well studied, 
because it is easy to collect their secre- 
tions. to examine them chemically, to look 
at them under the microscope, and to in- 
ject them into animals. These glands are 
important just as the garbage man is im- 
portant. But there are other glands, called 
ductless glands, which secrete substances 
that are poured into the blood stream, not 
out of it. These glands are important just 
as the milkman is more important than 
the garbage man. 

~~ 

The most important of the ductless 
glands is the thyroid—a gland located on 
the front and sides of the neck just above 
where the collar is worn. The thyroid 
secretion is poured into the blood and by 
it is carried to all the tissues of the body. 
When the gland is wholly removed, death 
results in a few days. When a child is 
born with too little thyroid it is dwarfed 
physically and mentally, the limbs are 
short, the skin thick, the lips protruding— 
the child is idiotic, it hears and sees poorly 
and comprehends imperfectly. 

So much for those having far too little 
thyroid secretion—the cretins, the cretin- 
oids, and, perhaps, the Mongolian idiots. 

Those having far too much thyroid have 
bulging eyes, a flushed face, irregular 
pulse, a flighty. irrational, illogical, quick, 
nervous, fidgety mind, asthma, and nervous 
diarrhea. Belew this, which is the ex- 
treme, there are cases which grade all the 
way down through exophthalmic goiter, 
goiter thyroid enlargement, goitrous states, 
hyperthyroidism — through inexplainably 
nervous people to the absolute normal. 

—— 


Having established as a base line the 
man into whose blood the thyroid gland is 
pouring just the right amount of seoretion 
each day, and who, in consequence, is well 
nourished, well developed, well muscled, 
not obese, and whose mind works cool, 
calm, collected, alert, judgmatical, we rec- 
ognize men ands women both above and 
below, some slightly and others in the 
high registers, and still others in the deep 
basses. 

CRETINS.—It is probable that there 
always have been cretins. The ancients 
had a habit of deifying that which they 
could not understand, and, therefore, stood 
in awe of. Dr. Parrot says that the ancient 
Egyptian god, Ptah, especially venerated at 
Memphis, was a cretin. An examination 
of the models of this god in the Egyptian 
galleries shows that he was big bellied, 
squat, with short ,limbs—not unlike a 
cretin. At the present time there is no 
romance and no legend attaching to the 
cretin. He is just plainly unfortunate in 
having less than his share of thyroid gland, 
or a thyroid gland secretion which is less 
rich than it should be. 

Most cretins are born with so little 
gland that they are doomed to cretinism;: 
a few acquire this deficiency. There are 
parts of Switzerland where cretins abound. 
In a district in Styria there are 1,045 
eretins for every 100,000 population. In 
certain parts of Austria the rate is 71 per 
100,000. In Piedmont, Lombardy, and Ve- 
netia there are 12,882 cretins in a popu- 
lation of 9.565.000. In this country there 
are a fair number of cretins. but far less 
than in the region of the Alps. 

* 

Going above the line, we get into a field 
of greater interest. 

If the Egyptians worshiped a cretin god. 
the Greeks showed a fondness for those 
with an excess of thyroid. Greek statues 
were usually modeled after men and women 


| with enlarged thyroids. The earlier Roman 


art, among other ways, showed the influ- 
ence of the Greeks in that the women por- 
trayed had necks that were overfull. If 
this evidence is to be accepted, goiter was 
frequent and not a thing to be ashamed of 
in those early days. 

Goiter occurs so frequently as to make 
it worth while considering. Majet says 
that in France there are 400,000 people 
with goiter. Ewald said that 12.277 re 
cruits were rejected for goiter in Switzer- 
land in three years. Hocher says that 80 
per cent of the school children of Berne 
have it. Munson found that one in fifty 
Indians had it. Dock found a lot of it 
around the great lakes. Adami found that 
in certain French Canadian villages about 
two out of every thousand had goiter. Of 
the young women, 10 per cent had it. 

—— 

There is a great deal of goiter in 
and around Chicago. This column has had 
numerous letters telling of blocks in Chi- 
cago where there were many cases. A 
slight projection in the lower part of the 
neck is frequently ‘seen, especially in 
women, on the streets of Chicago and 
generally among the people of the upper 
Mississippi valley. Many of these cases 
have not only enlarged glands but also 
the prominent eyes which designate them 
as exophthalmic. Some are goiter, some 
exophthalmic goiter. 

The amount of disturbance is not pro- 
portionate to the size of the gland. The 
real cause of the trouble is the pouring 
of too much or too rich thyroid juice into 
the blood. While we naturally expect a 
big gland to make more juice than a small 


one, sometimes the little fellow is the more 


active of the two. The large gland may 
be made up mostly of gristle and the little 
fellow mostly of secreting cells. A gland 
that is not too large may slip around in 
front of the muscles of the wind pipe and 
seem to be larger than it is, or it may 
slip back under the muscles and appear to 
be smaller than it is—in fact, may be 
hard to see at all. It may be so situated 
that it. catches, pinches, squeezes nerves or 
blood vessels, causing the eyes to protrude, 
the breathing to be asthmatic, the face to 
flush, or it may be so placed that it does 
not pinch. Whether or not it does many 
of these things is a matter of chance. The 
real question is: Is the thyroid gland over 
or under active? 
~~ 

The cause of goiter has not been worked 
out to the complete satisfaction of any- 
body. Many causes have been discovered. 
No doubt these are factors, but nobody has 
given to these different factors their p

Italy and Switzerland whole goitrous dis- 
tricts have been improved by getting water 
from a nongoitrous region. 

Then we have some pretty good proof 


that some goiter comes from water, some 


is inherited. Occasionally it breaks out in 
epidemics in schools, barracks, and _neigh- 
borhoods. Some develop from mental 
strain, some about those times in life when 
the body is undergoing profound changes, 
particularly adolescence and change of life. 


~~ 

But much more important than either of 
these is inheritance. Hirsch says: There 
is very nearly unanimity among observers 
that goiter is transmitted by inheritance. 
That cretinism is influenced by inheritance 
is now quite generally accepted. The 
Swiss, acting on this view, regulate mar- 
riage among those with thyroid abnormal- 
ities. This procedure is eliminating cretin- 
ism from certain highly cretinous districts. 
Goitrous families are prone to contain a 
number of cretigs. 

What is to be done about it? What can 
a person with thyroid do? 

Certain of them are operative cases and 
no other course is open to them. Goiters, 
just as certainly as cancers, pass into an 
inoperable stage. After the thyroid has for 
years poured a daily poisonous dose of 
secretion into the blood there comes a 
time when no surgeon is justified in oper- 
ating. The nervous control of the vital 
processes, particularly the heart action, 
gets to be so badly impaired that opera- 
tion is unwarrantably dangerous. 


~~ 

No surgeon is justified in operating on 
a case of goiter unless he has kept. watch 
of the case long enough to know the 
patient as well ag his goiter, and no patient 
With goiter is justified in allowing himself 
to be operated on, or even to take an an- 
esthetic for any purpose, until the anzs- 
thetist and the operator have had a chance 
to size up the entire situation. Therefore, 
any person who has goiter should carefully 
consider, lest she pass from a stage where 
operation is advisable to one where opera- 
tion is Madvisable. 

Can anything be done for those who 
have too much thyroid but are not in need 
of operation? Yes; much can be done in 
teaching them how to control themselves, 
how to maintain an equilibrium, Various 
drugs have been used with benefit in cer- 
tain cases. In the main these are made 
from other ductless glands—those that are 
supposed to be antagonistic to the thyroid. 
One is made from the milk of goats whose 
thyroids have been in part removed. 


* 

What can be done for those that have 
too little thyroid? Fairly satisfactory re- 
sults follow continued giving of thyroid 
gland and various kinds of extract of 
thyroid gland. Preparations of iodiné, es- 
pecially organic iodine, are valuable. The 
thyroid secretion is rich in iodine. But 
the trouble is that these are only remedies. 
They must be kept up as long as life lasts. 
If stopped, the patient relapses. Now, this 
is tiresome and quite unsatisfactory. 

When the baby elephant lost four inches 
of its trunk, Cy De Vry was happy when 
he found that he could water her with the 
hose. Then he remembered fhat elephants 
lived to be several hundred years old, and 
„ fainted when it dawned upon him that 
he might have to water that elephant for 
100 years. 

Therefore, surgeons occasionally take a 
thyroid from a lower animal and implant 
it into a cretin or a cretinoid. 

Of the greatest interest is the subject of 
moderate hyperthyroidism and hypothy- 
roidism—peopte who are irritable, nervous, 
and @ighty because they have not much 
thyroid, or who, because they have too 
little, are phlegmatic and heavy, or, being 
young, have too little and are undersized. 
or, becoming old, are having their thyroid 
shrink up and are, therefore, getting obese. 

—— 8 

While we do not have many cretins in 
this country, we do have many phlegmatic, 
thick skinned persons who are suffering 
from thyroid deficiency. When there is a 
poor bony development the thyroid may be 
at fault. Small people are usually such 
as the result of inheritance, but occasion- 


ally a person is undersized without having 


this as an explanation. 

This is a great field for the immediate 
future. Those who know most know little 
enough. Even when it comes to questions 
of cause and prevention there is need for 
more information. 

That there is a goiter inheritance has 
been preven abundantly. That.in goitrous 
districts cretins abound has been proven. 
Acting on the few known inheritance facts. 
the Swiss government is greatly reducing 
the goiters and eretins in the districts 
where they are working. That water, soil. 
fright, emotional states are factors is 
known, but the information is only half 
information. We need more study of tke 
cause of goiter and cretinism and greater 
effort by the government to control the 
ramifications of thyroid problems. 

However, let us bear this in mind: those 
whose temperament and whose mental bal- 
ance are determined not by acts of their 
own, but by reason of their having too 
much thyroid, the slightly goitrous and 
those who have too little thyroid, are en- 


. titled to more kindness and patience than 


they receive.

HIS country has no genuine com- 
mon school system. It is a sue 
tem for the leisure clase and the 
professions. Those who complete 
it are led only to white shirt 
jobs. It neglects from 8 to 90 per cent 


of the children, who are forced to leave 
school at 14 years of age. They are 
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the boys and girls who most need state ald. 


and it is withdrawn when they most urgently 
require it. The boys are turned out when 
they are only fit for a poy’s job that always 
will be a boy’s job. They cannot get a boy’s 
jab that leads to a man's work. They geta 
job that leads only into a blind alley.” 

That is the conviction of Edwin G. Cooley, 
former superintendent of the Chicago public 
schools, after a year’s investigation of indus- 
trial education in Europe. 

His report, a volume of more than 300 
pages, has just been published by the Com- 
mercial club. Mr. Cooley was employed by 
this organization to make the inquiry. — 

Dr. Kerschensteiner, the great industrial 
educator of Germany, while here recently, 
told the club members that Cooley's investl- 
gation was the most thorough ever made by 
any foreigner of the vocational schools of the 


German empire. 


— . 

Mr. Cooley urges the establishment of 

vocational schools that will really teach a 
boy a trade or impart such other informa- 
tion that he may be an efficient bread win- 
ner. 
He wants institutions of the character of 
the continuation schools of Germany, which 
serve all classes, from the chimney sweep to 
the factory superintendent. In these schools 
a boy is given instruction by practical me- 
chanics as well as educators, at the same 
time he is learning a trade. The employer 
is required by law to send his apprentice 
to school for a minimum portion of each 
week. 5 

Mr. Cooley wants the manufacturer, the 
retailer, and the union labor artisan—the 
practical men—on the board of control of 
such schools and in the majority so that 
the schools may be in reality of practical 
service to the boy. 

“ ‘The state cannot continue to expend vast 
sums on money in high school and univer- 
sities,’ reads Mr. Cooley’s report. and 
neglect the ninety per cent who now go into 
vocational life with only elementary school 
training, without repudiating the reasons 
usually given for having schools of any sort 
as a public charge. 

It gelf-preservation through the train- 
ing of the character of the future citizen 
is a justification for pending money for 
schools, the state must enter the entire fleld 
of vocational education, and provide for all- 
the artisan, the professional man, the 
farmer, and the merchant. Justice to the 
individual as well as self-preservation of 
the state demands thie.” 


— 

Briefly summarized, Mr. Cooley’s recom- 
mendations are— 

That it is worth while to revive and 
reorganize the system of apprenticeship 
instead of accepting the decay of the 
system as a settled fact. 

That employers of youth between 14 
and 18 be compelled by law to assume 
some responsibility for the education of 
their young employés, both genera! and 
vocational. 

That the period of childhood between 
the years of 6 and 14 be preserved for 
general cultural education, with ade- 
quate attention to the training of eye 
and hand. No system should be instituted 
that will hurry boys and giris out of the 
elementary schools into the vocational 
schools. 

That a system of vocational continua- 
tion schools be organized which will de- 
mand from six to ten hoursa week, in the 
daytime, of the time of boys and giris 
between the ages of 14 and 18. In the in- 
struction the vocation will be the cen- 
tral point and everything will be treated 
from the standpoint of its relation te 
this topic. 

That a system of secondary vocational 
echools be established, open to students 
from the vocation, even if they have not 
completed the elementary school course. 

That the coöperation of technical and 
art trades museums be secured. 

That bureaus of vocational guidance 
be established to form a clearing house 
between boys and girls seeking: employ- 
ment and the employers of labor. 

That the entire system of vocational 
schools be administered by praatical men 
and educators. Without the practical 
men they will not keep in touch with 
actual life conditions; without the edu- 
cators they will waste the time and 
strength of the pupils by ill-considered 
methods of instruction. and will be 
dominated too completely by the voca- 
tional aim. We require men and citizens 
as well as workmen, and we cannot secure 
them without the united effort.of both 
the practical men and the educators. 

— 

Commenting upon thesé recommendations 
the report continues: 

Such a system of vocational schools as has 
been suggested will provide opportunities 
for both the genius and the ordinary man 
born in lowly life and increase the general 
efficiency and comfort of the world. In jus- 
tice we can do no lees. We can become a 
true democracy only when our system of 
schools offers equal opportunities to all 
classes and all talents; when we shall be con- 
cerned as much about the training of a good 
blacksmith as we are about the training of a 
good lawyer; when every man shall receive 
vocational training who would be bétter off 
with it than without it.’ 7 

“ While we should never give over our 
ideal of training for general culture we must 
not underestimate the educationa) signifi- 
cance of a man’s work as a bread winner; of 
the activity he displays in his vocation. 
Character ts largely the result of habit, the 
result of the continued use of our facilities, of 
the feelings aroused by our activities Re- 
ligious ideals and military and artistic spirit 
may at times be the most shaping influences, 
but man’s daily work in securing his daily 
bread has never been displaced fromits lead- 
ing position for any great length of time.’ 

“If men can be trained to perform their 
daily, work efficiently, and therefore with sat- 
isfaction and joy, by a well considered system 
of education which makes them more effi- 


‘clent and consequently better satisfied with 


themselves and the world we shall take a 
long step toward the millennium

Lake Superior covers 
an area of 32,000 square miles, nearly as 
great as the entire republie of Portugal 
Lake Huron covers 25,000 square miles, 
ex. than twice the area of the prosperous 

ingdom of Belgium. Lake Erie, covering 

0, ’ Square miles. is about the size of 
Hayti, while Lake Ontario, with its 6. 700 
square miles of area, is larger than Hawaii. 

Lake Michigan, if drained of its contents, 
would have an area of 22,400 square miles, 
nearly all of which, the geologists say, 
would be fertile. The kingdom of Greece 
is but little larger. The bottonr of the lake 
is covered with rich alluvial deposits to a 
depth of at least twelve feet. Alluvial land 
ls the most productive in the world. 

io 

Consider what the area of Lake Michigan 
would be worth in money value. If the 
bottom of the lake is as fertile as supposed 
it would be worth today at least 8200 per 
acre as farm land. In 2,400 square miles 
there are 14,336,000 acres. At an average 
price of $200 it would be valued at $2,867,- 
200,000. The entire area, of course, could 
not be cultivated. There would be the 
canals for carrying off the water, and there 
is a small portion of the basin Which is be- 
low sea level and could not easily be drained. 
It would remain as a lake about half way 
between what are now the Wisconsin and 
Michigan shores. But we couldyprobably 
count upon having 14,000,000 acres of good 
land.

In times past many overpopulated coun- 
tries have added to their agricultural area 
by draining lakes and marshes. Over a 
hundred years ago an enterprise of this sort 
was successfully carried out in Holland. 
The waters of Haarlem lake were pumped 
overe into the sea and the ground has ever 
since been cultivated. The Netherlands 
government is now considering the project 
of draining the Zuyder Zee, a gulf of the 
ocean eight by forty miles in size. The 
plan is to build a strong dam acrogs the 
narrows of the gulf with great sluice works. 
It is estimated that it will cost less than 
$10,000,000 to accomplish the drainage, but 
whatever the cost, the return will be so much 
greater that within a comparatively short 
time the outlay will be covered. By drain- 
ing the Zuyder Zee Holland can expand and 
provide room for excess population. 

The principal objection to the scheme is 
one that would probably be made to the 
drainage of Lake Michigan. It is said that 
the fishing industry would be destroyed, but 
this industry furnished a living to such a 
comparativeiy small part of the population 
that the interests of so few cannot be al- 
lowed to interfere with the welfare of the 
many.

far east. 


The symmetry and suggestiveness of these 
little prints, the amount which may be ex- 
pressed by a line, and the grace of that line 
—in these important details we are crude 
bunglers beside these orienta) masters: our 
artists must take off their hate and drop 
to their knees beside Hiroshige and the 


others. 


Also we must admire other excellencies, 
such as beauty of color, sympathy and 
humor in the characterization of men and 
animals, a feeling for the drama of nature 
and for the beauty of all common things— 
these and other rare attributes of perfect 
art will appeal ever more deeply the longer 
one lingers with Hiroshige’s landscapes. 

And then the birds, which have a little 
gallery to themselves! The love of, birds is 
almost a passion in China and Japan, and 
occidental artists have never approached 
the far eastern masters in this specialty, 
From the stately falcon and splendid pheas- 
ant to the saucy swallow and tiny yellow 
bird, Hiroshige interprets their most secret 
subtieties of feeling and action.

Dawson is well known to the motoring fra- 
ternity, although being a youthful pilot, as 
one of great ability, endurance. and good 
“head work“ Dawson was made several 
flattering offers and took his leisure in decid- 
ing. *

is the characteristic manner in which Dawson 
advised the manufacturers that he had made 
up his mind. 

The National people say they received 
dozens of requests from drivers, old and 
young, experienced and green, who were 
eager to be behind the wheel of one of their 
cars in the five centuries grind on Memorial 
day. The selection of Dawson and Brown in 
addition to Howard Wilcox and Don Herr 
makes the National team one that ought to 
be stréng competition. 

Everybody who is acqquainted with the 
inside of the game knows that this year’s 
race will be much harder than last: that the 
cars are faster, and that there is as great 
a field of capable drivers ap ever faced a 
starter. 

The. National team, however, is one of the 
best ever gathered together and concen- 
trated upon one car’s success. There are 
three cars entered, and just how these driv- 
ers will be divided is not as yet known. 
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Wilcox is famed as a quick thinker, ver- 
satile, fearless, and holder of the world’s 
fastest mile record made with a stock car. 
Herr won his spurs at the Elgin road races 
and in various hill climbs. Both of these 
boys are unmarried and both are members 
of the manufacturing organisation, being 
familiar with the cars. 

Brown and Daweon also are unmarried. 
Brown has heretofore always driven either 
a Benz or a Fiat. He is famed for his en- 
durance and his ability to get all out of a 
car that isin it. He won the Savannah twice, 
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was third in the Santa Monica last year, 
and third in the 500 mile race last year. 

Dawson is familiar with the speed was, 
having driven a Marmon car in the 500 mile 
race last year. 

The season of 1910 in motor racing brought 
out Joe Dawson, a lad of twenty-one, who 
annexed five of the biggest victories of the 
year and won many shorter events. Daw- 
son. hitherto almost unheard of, won the 
Cobe trophy at the Indianapolis motor speed- 
way in July, making 200 miles in 168% min- 
utes; the Remy trophy Brassard at the same 
meet, making fifty-two miles in 42% minu- 
utes; Vanderbilt donor’s trophy in October, 
making 278.08 miles in 2561-3 minutes; City 
of Atlanta trophy at Atlanta speedway in 
November, making 200 miles in 171 1-5 mm- 
utes; Savannah challenge trophy over the 
famous Grand Prize cad course in Novem- 
ber, making 276.8 miles in 268 2-3 minutes.

It aleo can be extended out- 
side of the ambulance for the depositing of 
disabled animals.

Loneliness in Mills Hotels. 

But if you want to see the real loneliness 
and misery of the ambitious young men who 
drift into New York from every part of the 
country visit the Mills hotels on a Sunday 
evening. It is Sunday evenings that letters 
are written home. And these letters are 
hard to write, for it is seldom that one of 
thesé men will write as he feels, that he will 
let his parents know the exact condition he 
is im. The letters home are always full of 
prospects for good jobs which the writer 
invents so as to keep his folks from guessing 
that he is fighting a hard battle to keep from 
starvation. 

The typical experiences of most of the 
young men from the west who drift into 
New York are shown in the following, which 


comes from the lips of ah 18 year old boy 


from Kansas: i 

“T have been in New York about a year 
now. When I came here I decided to take 
any job at all. I became a bell boy in a hotel, 
but soon lost the place. Since then I have 
been working only at occasional odd jobs. 
There are lots of odd jobs for young men 
around Broadway and Forty-second street at 
times. The theaters need extra men now 
and then. The big stores wul give you a 
day’s work occasionally. 

T am-living at the Mills because here you 
pick up useful hints from the fellows. Thus 
I have now for a month been getting a day's 
work every week with a moving picture coh- 
cern through the recommendation of one of 
the fellows here. I have posed as king, gen-

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Experience Necessary to Succeed.

SUCCESSFUL bookkeeper talked it 

over one night with his wife and to- 

gether they decided that he had had 

about enough of working for wages. 

They had $3,000 in the bank drawing 
8 per cent interest. Why not go in business 
with this money? ‘ 

Around the corner was a grocery etore and 
the man was doing fine. The bookkeeper 
was as worldly 4 man as the grocer was. 
Why could not he do the same? At the 
end of three months the bookkeeper was in- 
stailed in a grocey store in one of a big city’s 
residential districts. He worked hard, was 
all attention and keen for business. But 
—in a year and a half the man was once 
more behind the bookkeeper's desk work- 
ing for wages. His business venture had 
eaten up all his savings and added a streak 
of gray about his temples. 

The experience of the bookkeeper is being 
repeated in the large cities constantly and all 
because of the false notion that all one needs 
to run a small store is money with which 
to buy ‘the store. | 

Buying a small store is easy enough, but 
running it. making a success of it, is a dif- 
ferent story. The first thing that a man 
contemplating buying a small store must 
realize is that even in this small store a still 
smaller beginning is necessary, if failure fs 
to be avoided. Had the bookkeepér before 
investing his money in a grocery made an 
attempt to find out how the successful gro- 
cery man around the corner got there, balf 
of bis battle would have been won.

Made a Small Beginning. 

Upon inquiring into the history of this sue- 
cessful grocer the bookkeeper would bave 
found that the grocer began as a delivery 
boy or as a clerk when he was 14 years old. 
The chances are thet he would even find that 
this grocer had imbibed the business in- 
stinct with his mother’s milk, so to say, that 
his father before him was in business, and 
that even before he knew the letter A he 
gazed upon the wrinkles, which business re- 
verses had carved in his father’s forehead. 

The bookkeeper, had he been more thought- 
ful, would have found that the successful 
grocer in the fashionable neighborhood hed 
only been in that neighborhood a few years. 
He would have found that prior to his com- 
ing to this neighborhood this successful gro- 
cer haé changed stores three or four times; 
that his first little grocery was probably in 
a rickety shanty and the entire stock in that 
grocery amounted to less than $300; that 
from this store he worked up to a store in a 
somewhat better neighborhood where his 
stock and the tone of his business increased 
to the $1.000 standard, and then to the $1,500 
standard. And finally, after this man had 
learned the ins and outs of the grocery busi- 
ness, after he had become so proficient in 
his judgment of people that by glancing at 
the woman as she stepped across the thresh- 
old of his store he could tell the probable 
occupation of her husband, the probable 
wages he was earning, and the quality of 
goods the woman would be likely to purchase 
—only after he had acquired all these things 
did the grocer strike out for a fashionable 
store in a fashionable neighborhood.

Long Experience Necessary. 

To run a small business successfully, years 
of experience are needed. To conduct a smal! 
store, whether it be a grocery, dry goods,

Judging from what you say of your stock 
of china and napery, you need nothing 
more or better than you have in hand. 
Begin as you mean to go on. Your cus- 
tomers will de, as a rule, persons who 
would appreciate tasteful appointments. 
Have small tables that will accommodate 
from four to six guests. Rustic stands or 
more substantial mission work tables 
would not be expensive. Cut your long 
table cloths to fit the largest of these. 

It is unnecessary to advise you to have 
the cloths properly laundered, and always 
spotiessiy clean. Set the tables, thus cov- 
ered, with your real silver and china. A 
vase of flowers in the middle of the goodly 
array is an added touch: of refinement 
which will appeal at once to the educated 
eye. As the precious fragiles will be 
washed by the same hands that have kept 

_ them intact all these years, you can afford 
to take them into every day use. 

The glossy covey of pure linen, the equip- 
ment of real china and silver will seize at 

once upon the fancy of the visitors. It is 
not what they had expected to find in the 
wayside cottage, and will be the more note- 
worthy on that account. Neglect no means 
of appealing to the better class from the 
outset. To this end attempt no fripperies 
of modern devising. Cheap shows draw a 
cheap crowd. Your “motif,” as artists 
would cali it, is the quaint and antique, 
preserving dignified elegance throughout. 
Your neighbors will not appreciate it per- 
haps: Be assured that the wayfarers 


abroad for pleasure’s sake will be attracted a 


by the novelty. 

For refreshments, keep tea boldly in the 
foreground Traveled guests will not ask 
for coffee. The introduction of this bover- 
age to the function of afternoon tea is an 
American innovation. Buy the best quality 
of Ceylon, or an equally good brand of 
tea, and never suffer an inferior to be 
served from your tables. Have at hand 
sliced lemon for the many who prefer it 
to cream. The sugar should be cut—not 
granulated—and sugar tongs must go with 
each dish of it. Not many tea drinkers 
are as fastidious as the hostess who, See- 
ing a guest overlooking the tongs, or in 
fit of absent-mindedness help herself to a 
lump of sugar with her fingers, ordered 
the walter to take the dish out and an 
it with fresh.” 

Yet all fingers are not immaculate and in 
warm weather one may not care to handle 
saccharine substances. By all means, pro- 
vide your table with the tiny tongs. De 
not overlook the essential item of napkins. 
Get an abundant supply of small doiliewand 
be scrupulously careful in serving a clean 
square to each newcomer. Do not allow 
yourself to be seduced into the persnace 
of Japanese paper napkins! As Sam Wel). 
wotld say, They are *unekil!’” That is. 
utterly incongruou. with the quaint dig- 
nity of which we spoke just now. 

As the weather waxes warm, you would 
do well to give guests the choice between 
hot and-iced tea. This last is essentially 
an American beverage and as we said 3 
week or so ago, with regard to iced drinks 
imbibed during the progress of the regular 
meal, while it may be naughty.“ it is cer- 
tainly nice.“ Don't keep it “on tap 
on the leaves. Draw it off after it has 
brewed for a few minutes and set itina 
cold place ready to be produced upon call.

OU sometimes mention meats 

10 cooked ‘en casserole’ in your 

menus for family meals. The 

general impression among those 

who read these menus is that the 

French phrase implies an elegant dish. 

Some persons shy at a French dish as a 

nervous horse at his oun shadow. Will 

you let me contribute a recipe for a family 

dinner n casserole’ that is neither ex- 

pensive nor difficult to prepare, and is sub- 

stantial enough to satisfy the appetites of 
workingman and playing boy? 

* Ve call it a ‘ casserole-dinner,’ and my 
John and the children are well content 
when it comes to table with few accom- 
Paniments. You may follow it with a 
really good farmer’s ricé pudding if you 
know how to make one of the really right 
kind—‘ such as mother used to make,’ when 
milk was plentiful and the hens were set- 
ting, and we didn't mind the lack of eggs 
if we might have a handful of raisins in the 
creamy pudding that had been cooking 
two hours [covered] in ths oven. Weliked 
it cold. winter and summer. «+ 

“A CASSEROLE DINNER.—For a six 
quart casserole allow four pounds of rib 
encs of beef. cut into two inch pleces. 

Four hours before dinner put these into 
the casserole and barely cover with boiling 
water. Add, with the water, a red pepper 
chopped fine and a tablespoonful of ex- 
tract of beef. Set in a moderate oven and 
Jet it cook slowly, keeping it closely cov- 
ered. An hour before serving remove the 
meat and thicken the stock in the casserole 
with cornstarch stirred ‘into cold water. 
Have ready pared a dozen or fifteen rather 
small potatoes. Put these in the bottom o 

e casserole and lay meat and bones on 
the top. There should be enough gravy to 
cover all. Cover the casserole and cook 
gently three-quarters of an hour. At the 
end of this time put a dozen or so smalig 
unbaked baking powder biscuita on the 
top of the meat and return to the oven 
without covering the casserole Bake 
quickly until the biscuits are nicely 
browned. Of course, you may season the 
gravy to your taste. 

“This is more digestible than potple 
and the covered casserole retains th 
fiavor of the meat much better than when 
the pie te cooked upon the top of the 
stove. 

“With celery, or a salad, and a simp) 
dessert like the pudding I have spoken of 
thi; will make an ample meal for ten per- 
eons, end is inexpensive, as all will admit 
Rib ends are usually about eight cuts te 
the pound. 

“If you would carry economy further, 
grind the meat you have left over and use 
for croquettes for luncheon next day.”

Reducing Cost of Living. 

“This letter is in response to your in- 
vitation to readers to let you know the 
feasibility of bringing the table expenses 
of two persons for a week inside of a five 
dollar bill. 

„ Five years’ experience Is all I can claim, 
eo I am not an old housekeeper. In those 
years I have done a deal of thinking. The 
result is that my family of two women with 
average appetites is easily well fed upon 
$3.50 per week. Mine is not just a plain 


table That often means an expensive one. 
It appeals to the eye as well as to the palate, 
and is seasoned with interest and study. 

Wo buy the best creamery butter and 
have fresh eggs for breakfast from one to 
three mornings a week all winter. We buy 
bread and rolls, but make our warm 
breads and English muffins Our meats 
are not the most expensive cuts, but the 
cheaper are as wholesome and nutritious. 
They may de prepared to tempt the appe- 
tite if one will take the pains to do this. 

The top of a pint of milk is a scanty 
quantity of cream for two or three cups 
of coffee. I find that three half pint bottles 
of cream per week with an additional pint 
of milk or a can of evaporated cream works 
to better advantage, as the cream may be 
easily diluted for cooking. Winter vegeta- 
dles are more wholesome than green 
out of season. Dried lima beans and green 
peas may be used instead of the more ex- 
pensive canned 

Rice is a good substitute for the eter- 
nal. potato, which grows wearisome if 
served every day, Nothing left from the 
table is wasted. Bread crusts and scraps 
are put through the meat chopper and saved 
for breading and crumbs. The coffee is al- 
ways measured, and the same quantity is 
made each day. At it is not used it is kept 
for coffee jelly ér for coffee cake. 

“ Housewifery that notes all these things 
and sees in none of them trifies is not a 
difficult problem jf one takes interest in it 
and gives thought to the cost of living and 
how to lessen it. 

“This same cost of living ts high—much 
higher than it should be—but it’s an ill 
wind that blows nobody any good. It may be 
the means of making some of our American 
housewives who have a superabundance 
of outside interests, stay at home and learn 
what it means to ‘ keep house.’

Keeping Down Household Expenses, 

“One department of housekeeping upon 
a moderate scale, the motif of which Is to 
keep expenses well within one’s income, 10 
too often neglected by writers upon the 
subjects and too little understood by the 
housewives themselves.

Secret Marriage Causes Discontent. 


Among these famous elopements of history 
is that of John Churchill, the first Duke of 


Marlborough. He has a lasting reputation as 


one of the great military commanders of his- 
tory. He was also known for his personal 
beauty and charm of manner. When still 
quite young he fell in love with Sarah Jen- 
nings, the daughter of Richard Jennings. She 
was an attendant in the household of Mary, 
of Modena, the second Duchess of York. 

Churchill’s courtship was carried on with 
dificulty because his lady love was coy and 
quick tempered. His parents also objected to 
the engagement because they wished that he 
should make a wealthier marriage. When the 
young girl found this to be the case she wanted 
to break the engagement and to join her 888 
the Countess of Hamilton, in Paris. 

Her lover persuaded her to elope 8 
and their marriage was kept a secret for some 
time. The duke's parents were terribly in- 
censed at this secret marriage, and were only 
reconciled some time later. As a result of 
this secret marriage they were separated for 
some time, and this caused much discontent. 

The correspondence of Dick Steele with his 
“Dear Prue” is one of the most voluminous 
of its kind that has ever been published. It 
embraces more than 400 letters, a large num- 
ber of which were love letters full of romance 
and charm. The lady to whom he addressed 
these many famous letters was Mary Stur- 
lock, who it is said was at first adverse to all 
ideas of marriage, but quickly yielded after a 


month's wooing, accepting for her husband a 


man to use the phrase she afterwards applied 
to him, “ He was as agreeable and pleasant as 
any man in England.“ 

Just as they were about to set the day for 
their marriage Mary Scurlock decided that if 
she was to be married at all it must be kept a

They paid the price of their folly: ; their ro- 
mance cooled quickly, and for some i after 
their marriage they had much trouble to keep 
from arguments and angry words. 

Shelley is another of the famous men who 
recommended an elopement for his sweetheart 
and paid the price of his folly all through his 
literary career. He first fell in love with a 
young girl named Harriet Westbrook, whom 
he married.

Shelley's biographers describe her as a girl 
with shapely golden head, a face pale and 
pure, great forehead, earnest hazel eyes, and 
an expression at once of sensibility and firm- 
ness about her delicately curved lips. He was 
infatuated with her at once, and suggested 
that to end their ‘trouble they should elope.

“My greatest content would be utterly to 
desert all human society. I would retire with 
you and our child to a solitary island in the 
sea; would build a boat and shut upon my re- 
treat the flocd gates of the world. I would 
read no reviews and talk with no authors. 
If I dared trust my imaginatien it would teh 
me there are two chosen companions beside 
yourself whom I desire. We must do one thing 
or the other—for yourself, for our child, for 
our existence. 

“The calumnies, the sources of which are 
deeper, probably, than we perceive, have ulti- 
mately the object of depriving zus of the means 
of security and subsistence. You will easily 
perceive the gradations by which calumny pro- 
ceeds to pretext to persecution, and persecu- 
tion to the ban of fire and water. It is for 
this, and not because this or that fool, or the 
whole course of fools, curse and rail, that 
calumny is worth refuting and chastising.”

Society Condemns Elopement. 


A sensational marriage occurred at the court 
of George II. It was caused by the runaway 
marriage of Henry Fox with Lady Caroline 
Lennox, eldest daughter of Charles, second 
Duke of Richmond.

There are hundreds of girls bins this 
battle alone and: courageously. They turn 
every cent into the family savings to make 
ends meet. 

This is what Miss Sarah Rodman, who 
lives at 1410 West Fourteenth street, is do- 
ing. Though she is only 17 years old, she is 
the sole gupport of her family. This includes 
her mother, à sister, a brother, and herself, 
and she does this on the meager wage of $5.50 
a week, : 

Miss Rodman is an American girl of Rus- 
sian deseent. She ws born in Chicago. She 
is employed as cashier in one of the large 
retail stores, where she has been working 
for mh tg years. On her wages of $5.50 a 

she is supporting, besides herself, a

“thieves. Kleptomania is, however, 
quite a.genuine malady, the essential char- 
acter of its condition, like that of’ all other 
morbid, instinctive acts, being a more or less 
uncontrollable desire. 5 
First of all it would be as well to recall 
e jlania is not always merely a 
propensity towards thievish acts, such as 
characterize so many forms of insanity, but 
with certain persons the idea of possessing 
what is not rightfully theirs, attended 
often by great anxiety and terror lest control 
should be lost, frequently becomes in itself 
the originating factor which deterinines the 
theft. 
Observations by certain experts have led 
them to conclude that in advanced cases 
Sere is a painful feeling preceding the crime 
which vividly portrays the lack of control 
and the eruel helplessness of the victim, the 
intensity of the idea being the immedfate 
precursor of the impulsive act. Prof. Pierre 
Janet, the distinguished French insanity ex- 
pert, who lids for many years made a close 
study of kKleptomanin and kleptomaniacs, is 
of the opinion that even petty shopliffing is 
possessed of real, medicin: } value, ahd is, in 
fact, a sure antidote and a positive cure for 
many physical and mental ailments.

How Money Is Apportioned. 

When asked how she apportioned the money 
she said that the rent is $8 a month. This 
they .pay for four rooms, a living room, two 
bedrooms, and a kitehen. Her car fare and 
luncheons average 20 cents a day, or $1.20 
a week, while the food costs from $2 to 
$2.15 a week. This covers the expense of 
three meals a day. The breakfast consists 
of coffee with milk and rye bread. She has 
her luncheon downtown and allows 10 cents 
for a bowl] of soup and a sandwich, or bread 
and butter and coffee. The luncheon at home 
consists of milk, bread, and rice, and whatever 
may chance to be left over from the evening 
before. The supper is limited to a soup made 
of stock, potatoes, bread, and rice. About 
three times à week a small amount of meat 
takes the place of soup. ‘The following is a 
fair estimate of the amount spent on food:

But this young breadwinner explained that 
they have had few new clothes since their 
father died, and those have been given them. 

Her plain workaday costume is a black 
sailor suit, a black serge dress, and a long 
ulster. 

Since her brother is to start to work, 8 
will soon be able to contribute something to 
the family support which will mean new 
clothes. In winter when there is need of coal 
and kindling they sometimes fall behind in 
paying the rent. 

Though life is not easy for this young girl, 
she has that hopeful attitude toward life that 
is the gift of youth, Her face in repose 
shows sorrow and trials, but when she begins 
to talk it breaks into a happy and friendly 
smile. She has fine sensitive features, warm 
gray eyes, and reddish brown hair. The real 
beauty of her face lies in the strength of the 
lines and the thoughtful expression. Struzgie 
and work have not made her pessimistic, for 
she believes that she is doing her duty. 

She says that if she ever has any money

An éxatnination of ber 
rooms was made and the kleptomaniac’s usual 
heterogeneous aecumulation of useless ob- 
jects was discovered, many of them still hav- 
ing the sale labels attached to them. 

It was ascertained that the thefts dated 
back to the month of February; when she 
Went with a friend to a ‘large store. The 
friend, wishing to arouse her out of her de- 
pressed condition, suggested that she should 
make a few purchases. She yielded to her 
companion's insistence and selected some 
trivial object, but was unable to attract the 
assistant’s attention.

Day Begins at 5 O'Clock. 

She gets up at 5 o'clock every morning and 
hurries to dress so that she can get the sim- 
ple breakfast of coffee and tye bread for her 
mother, brother, and sister before going to 
work. She sets the table for three and then 
carries the tray holding her mother’s break- 
fast to her bedside. Usually she does not 
get time to wash the dishes until she has 
had her supper in the evening. 

After a long and often trying day spent 
in the store she helps her mother get the 
supper. When supper is over the dishes 
have to be washed, the kitchen tidied, «nd 
then it is too late and she is tod tired to 
think of an evening spent with friends or 
enjoying the companionship of a good book. 
This tedious, tcilsome life continues through- 
out the six days in the week. 

Even Sunday does not bring a respite from 
care and toil. Since Sarah does not get Sat- 
urday afternoon off, there is the genera! 
house cleaning of the week to be done on 
Sunday. A Sunday afterncon spent in the 
park is a luxury this young toiler knows 
nothing about. If she could lay aside the 
family mending and the repairing of her few 
workaday clothes she could not afford the 
time spent or car fare needed to take her 
to and from the park. 

Toil; toil, toil, is the one note in this young 
girl’s life and she does it with a smile and 
with never a word of complaint to give food 
and shelter to her family. She gets comfort 
in the thought that she is doing her duty 
and caring for those she loves.

Story Typical of Hundreds. 

The story of this girl is that of the daily 
life known to hundreds of working girls in 
every large city. They do not work to put 
money in the banks. They do not work for 
pretty clothes. They do not even work to 
support themselves alone. They work because 
they are playing a double role of breadwinner 
and mother to a family who are otherwise 
without support and protection. They are 
taking the right road, without faltering, and 
though their faces show care and responsi- 
bility they are illuminated with smiles— 
thoughts of home and love. ° 

Miss Emma Steghagen, secretary of the 
Women’s Trade Union league of Chicago, says 
there are hundreds of girls in Chicago who 
are supporting families of three and four on 
$5 or $6 a week, which is considered less 
than a living wage for a working girl. 

“These girls,” she says, “do not live. 
How can they? They exist from hand to 
mouth, knowing only work, with never an 
hour of rest and pleasure to give variety to 
their hard and monotonous days. No wonder 
that they get old before their time and some- 
times get discouraged and make an end of 
the fight. I have time atid again known girls 
who nourished themselves on black coffee and 
rye bread, with never a thought of a new hat 
and dress, because they had to support a 
family or they wanted to send a brother or 
sister through school ot had a doctor’s bill 


might cause her to be mistaken for a thief, 
and this momentary alarm then gave place 
to a delicious sense of danger which seemed 
to brace and stimulate her. She placed the 
article in her bag and left the shop with- 
out paying and for some days she felt quite 
restored to her normal state: The depression 
then returned, and she had recourse to the 
same mode of excitement, and throughout the 
summer she continued to perform these petty 
acts of theft as a means toward keeping off 
the threatened attack of depression.

Sense of Danger Stimulates, 

She had no sense of shame or remorse, 
but, in deference to her friends, she promised 
not to offend in this way again. She was 
able to keep to her promise, and in a short 
time she recovered normal ethical feeling and 
was able to recognize the sinfulness of her 
conduct; the kleptomaniae impulse disap- 
peared, but at the same time the loss of 
energy and the mental depression returned.

' perience was that of a near neighbor, the wife 


of a well to do merchant. She first showed 
signs of chrotiic depression after the birth 
of their first and only child. She would be 
perfectly bright for a considerable while and 
then suddenly“ become violently hysterical. 
She would have forebodings of-some terrible 
catastrophe about to happen to hérself or to 
the child. She would talk quite rationally 
ae some considerable time: then suddenly 
her face would show sigus of mortal terror 
and she would implore the maid to lock her in 
her room lest she should murder her child. 
After « month or two she appeared to be 
rid of her attacks of depression and the mat- 
ter lapsed into oblivion for the time. Then 
she commenced to go downtown and attend 
department store sales.

from these with a number of small articles of 
no value and would give them to the servants. 
This went on for some time until the hus- 
band one day received a telephone message 
that his wife had been arrested on a charge 
of shoplifting. She was acquitted of this 
charge on the ground of kleptomania, and 
her husband paid all the claims made by 
various shopkeepers from whom his wife ad- 
mitted to have stolem: He reasoned with her 
and she promised to leave off trying to obtain 
such artificial relief from her depression.

Depression Returns Two Fold. 

To the credit of her strength of mind must 
be placed the fact that, in this case as in tho 
previous one, she faithfully kept to her word. 
Soon, however, her depression grew worse 
than ever. On several occasions she made 
futile attempts on the life of her child, and 
at last she all but succeeded,in an attempt 
on her own life. Again she was brought be- 
fore the forces of law and order, and this 
time she was ordered to be medically ex- 
amined. ‘The experts pronounced her to be 
insane, and she is now an inmate of an 
asylum. 

Comment on such a case is perhaps need- 
less. The whole point I desire to make in 
giving it is that there is a real medical value 
sometimes to be found in these acts of the 
kleptomaniac. It is certain that it is quite 
exceptional for kleptomania to oécur without 
any other morbid symptoms being present, and 


it is more than possible that the petty acts 


of theft committed by many of these sufferers 
are performed in a more or less unconscious 
éfort to ward ot the threatened attack of 
depression. It is seldom, however, that the 
victims are able, as in the cases quoted, to 
gauge correctly their own reasons in taking 
the risk of imprisonment for theft.

Compared with our 95 per cent of marriage- 
able girls, I should place the others as fol- 
lows: Stenographers and secretaries, 80 per 
cent ; actresses, 75 per cent; waitresses, 60 
per cent; nurses, 45 per cent; sales girls, 40 
per cent, and teachers, 30 per cent. 

“We tried to remedy this by asking the 
girls when they sought a position if they in- 
tended remaining some time. Many of them 
said yes, but when Cupid showed them his 
path they followed just the same. Many of 
our girls have learned not to tell the whole 
story when they leave to be married; they say 
that they are going out of the city for a 
visit, they fifid they need a rest, or give some 
other plausible excuse.”

Majority of Operators Voung. 

These are the facts, but the question re- 
mains: Why does Cupid find the telephone 
exchange such an excellent field for his hunt- 
ing? A visit to one of the telephone com- 
panies tells the story. The telephone girls are 
young, the majority of them ranging from 18 
to 25 years in age. Those from 25 to 30 are 
in a small minority, and those who are more 
than 30 feel lonely. Whether blonde or bru- 
nette, short or tall, they are pretty. It were 
difficult to find a bevy of debutantes as at- 


tractive as these girls. Most of them are 
about medium height, slight, and graceful. 

Few of the many thousands who use the 
telephone daily realize how carefully trained 
the operators are. Hungreds of girls who 
seek this line of work and are given a trial 
are refused positions. Before they can enter 
the school they have to pass as rigid a physi- 
cal examination as if they wanted to take 
out life insurance. 

The girls in the school are taught to hum, 
to sing scales, and to call numbers in the most 
agreeable possible manner. Nothing is omit- 
ted, even to “ Number, please.” They are so 
thoroughly trained to meet the company’s cus- 
tomers in the pleasantest and easiest way 
that they must smile to themselves when they 
hear men and women getting angry ahd sput- 
tering over the phone because they themselves 
enunciate so poorly that the telephone girls 
fail to understand what they really want to 
say. 

This training in deportment and voice work 
soon becomes a part of the girl, though a pleas- 
ant voice other than the operator's heard over 
a telephone is as rare as it is agreeable. More 
than one man has fallen in love with a tele- 


phone girl's voice and with the girl afterward. 


He found her sweet, well modulated voice sco 
fascinating that he was unable to resist. As 
the manager of a telephone company says: 
“A beautiful speaking voice is certainly rare 
in this country, especially when it is heard 
over a telephone. I know of dozens of in- 
stances in this office where men have never 
seen our girls until they had fallen in love 
with their voices.

Flirting Not in Their Line. 

“Our girls do not try to flirt with men, 
and with so many girls working on an open 
switchboard, and a supervisor overhearing 
their conversations, they would have little 
chance if they wanted to. Still our customers 
fall in love with them and their voices.

One lonely bachelor, who was 
fortunate enovgh to marry a happy, pretty 
telephone operator, said: “I married her 
because I had to marry her. It did not mat- 
ter if I asked her to do a dozen things a day, 
she did it, and in a pleasant manner. She 
never failed to call me at 7:30 every morn- 
ing, saw that the bellboy took my laundry, 
brought it back in time, ordered my flowers, 
medicine, gifts, etc., over the telephone, and 
never forgot one thing I asked her to do.

Intelligence Necessary to Operator. 

Another girl said: “I know that telephone 
girls are considered popular, and that is not 
so much because of their beauty and charm as 
it is because they are intelligent. It takes a 
good head to be an operator of an important 
board, to handle three hundred and more calls 
a day, without getting rattled. We also help 
business men in a number of ways. We play 
the part of guards, for we know whom they 
want to see and do not want to see, and by 
our intonation we let them know if the party 
on the wire is some one they want to talk to 
before they answer the call. Likewise if a 
number of men are in the office awaiting an 
official, when somebody comes along he wants 
to see, we give him a tip, and, instead of hav- 
ing to wait, he uses a booth outside and their 
conversation takes place while the others are 
waiting.” 

This is a partial explanation at least why 
95 per cent of the telephone girls give up 
their work to get married. It is also a partial 
explanation of the reason why the telephone 
companies make such splendid inducements to 
keep them in their offices. They give them 
good wages, a raise of salary every three 
manths, short hours, a lunchroom where they 
have an excellent lunch free, clubrooms, read- 
ing rooms, dispensary where they are given 
medical attendance free, a loan fund from 
which they can borrow without interest, as 
well as a beneficiary fund. This and many 
other comforts and luxuries are offened as 
inducements to keep them in their positions.

Stage Love Like Makeup. 

Rose La Harte is another of those act- 
resses who believe that there is nothing more 
in stage love than in the stage makeup. She 
says stage love does not amount to anything 
anyway. The hand clasp, the caress, the love 
words of the song, they are only pcting and 
in control of thé head. 

„Now, don’t misunderstand me,” she said, 
“and think that an actor or actress can play 
some exciting, thrilling love réle and not 
practically live her part. She must believe 
her part and éven fall in love with her hero 
every night and matinée, over and over again, 
but when the curtain rings down for the laat 
time everything is forgotten. It is much like 
the case of a salesman or a sale¢Woman. A 
grocer must love his grocery storé to make it 
a success.

This survivitig speciés is thé great White 
‘man edtét,’ known to scientist® as Catcha- 
redon rondeleti, which is washed up off the 
Atlantic coast once in a long while. 

One of these sharks, a rather small spéci- 
men, ten feet long, was cast up on the Massa- 
chusetts coast in 1888, ahd received careful 
attention at the hands of Dr. W. G. Steven- 
son, who published a description and accu- 
rate measurements of it. Its teeth were one 
and one-fourth inches high, and if we com- 
pare the size of its jaws with those of the 
extinct shark we may safely conclude that 
the latter must Havé beén in thé neighbor- 
hood of seventy of eighty feet in length. It

“We know that a shark of such gigantic 
proportions must have consumed enormous 
quantities of fish, Owing to its rapacious 
habits these fish must have decreased in num- 
ber sufficiently in course of time to have de- 


by following a child of that age and noting 
every word that was used bronght forth the 
fact that it had memorized 1,771 different 
words. And these words covered practically 
everything with which the child had come in 
contact.
